In view of the efforte being put forth | 
towards securing the provincial agri 

cultural college at Gleichen the follow- 
ing from a epeech delivered by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be read with in- 
terest: 

“The people of our farming regions 
must be able to combine among them | 
selves, as the most efficient means of 
promoting their industry from the high- | 
ly organized interests which now sur- 
round them on every side. A vaet fleld 
is open for work by co-operative associa 
tions of farmere in dea'ing with the 
relations of the farm traneportation 
and to the distribution and manufacture 
of raw materials, It ie only through 
such combination that American farm- 
era can develop to the full their econo- 
mic and social power, Combination of 
thie kind has, in Denmark, for instance, 
resulted in bringing the people back 
to the land, and has enabled the Danish 
pearar.t to compete in extraordinary 
fashion, not only at home but in fore 
countries, with all rivals, 

“Agricultural colleges and farmere’ 
institutes have done much in inetruc- 
ion and (napiration; they have stuod 
of labor the 
necessity of keeping the muevles and 
the brain in training for indugtry. They 
have developed technical departments 
of high practical value. They seek to 
prov.de for the people on the farm an 
sqnipment eo broad and thorough us 
to fit them for the highest requirements 
of our citizenship, so that they can 


fur the nobility and 


establish and maintain country homes 
of the best type, and creute and sustain 
a country civilization more than equal 
to that of the city. The men they train 
wust begable to meet the strongest buei 
neas competition, at home or abroad, 
and they can do this only if they are 
trained not alone ip the varions lines of 
husbandry but in successful economic

state experiment stations, should care
